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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4, 10, 13-15, 17-20 are pending in the case. 

Receipt of the Information Disclosure Statement 7/27/09 is acknowledged. 

Response to Amendment 

Any rejection of record in the previous action not addressed in this office action is 
withdrawn. There are no new grounds of rejection that were not necessitated by 
applicants' amendment and therefore, this action is final. 

The following are new rejections necessitated by applicant's amendment: 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The claim merely recites 
the method of claim where cells of filamentous fungi are prepared in step (a); however, 
claim 1 already recites in step (a) that filamentous fungi are prepared. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification as originally filed does not provide support for the invention as 
now claimed: "wherein a rate of said homologous recombination of said filamentous 
fungi in which there is said decrease or los of the functions of the gene is increased by 
at least a factor of 5 [of 12.5] compared to a rate of homologous recombination of a wild 
type of said filamentous fungi". This a new matter rejection. The specification does not 
provide sufficient blazemarks nor direction for the instant methods encompassing the 
above-mentioned limitations, as currently recited. The instant claims now recite 
limitations which were not clearly disclosed in the specification as-filed, and now change 
the scope of the instant disclosure as-filed. Such limitations recited in the present 
claims, which did not appear in the specification, as filed, introduce new concepts and 
violate the description requirement of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 19 and 20 are vague and indefinite in the recitation of "a rate" since it is 
not clear what is intended. This phrase implies that there are more than one possible 
rate of homologous recombination, and it is not clear in what sense this is intended. 

Response to Amendment 

The Declaration of Hirokazu Inoue under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 7/27/09 is sufficient 
to overcome the rejection of claims 1-5, 9, 10, 13-18 based upon 112 first paragraph, 
written description. 

Claims 1-4, 10, 13, 15, 17, 18 are allowed.
